that the students are on the same 
campus as the gymnasium and the 
soccer field. Attendance last year 
for men's basketball sometimes 
dipped below 1 00, but there was an 
estimated crowd of 500 for the first 
game this season. 

Enthusiasm for the new sur- 
roundings seems to have affected 
the administrators and students 
alike. 

During Dedication Week, 
President Umphrey spoke often of 
the process of researching, con- 
sulting and designing which cul- 
minated in the final design. When 
he visited other community col- 
leges from Maine to California, he 
"didn't see one with a better con- 
cept than ours," he said. 

Dr. Britt Turner, the head of 
the Technical Division of Shelton, 
sees great things ahead for that 
side of the college's curriculum. 
He thinks there is going to be a new 
emphasis on technical competence 
in the future, especially in 
Alabama's future. "That's why 
Shelton caters to the technical 
field, because Alabama is being 
recogonized a lot by major compa- 
nies, which in turn mean more jobs 
for the graduating students of 
Shelton." Turner says he is aware 
that sometimes people think of tech- 
nical jobs as less prestigious, but 
he contends that perception is just 
wrong. 

"Bill Gates is a person 
with technical skills, and look 
how much money he -has 
made!" Turner says with a 
laugh. There is no arguing 
with the succ< of the rich- 
est man in America. "Shelton 
hs long turned out competent 
technical professionals and I 
see the numbers and quality 
of this only being enhanced 
by our new facilities." 

The vice president of 
Shelton, Dr. Ted Spring, en- 
visions great things ahead, as 
well. In the next five years, Spring 
would like to see the enrollment 
increase up to 10,000. "There is no 
reason why it can't happen, be- 
cause Shelton is a state-of-the-art 
facility," says Spring. 

Not just the locals were proud 
of what they saw at Shelton' s dedi- 
cation. Dr. Fred Gainous, the chan- 
cellor of the two-year college sys- 
tem in Alabama, spent several 
days in Tuscaloosa to revel in the 



party atmosphere. He expressed 
his admiration for what has be- 
come the most impressive campus 
of all the ones he manages across 
the state. "What has been achieved 
here is just wonderful, and that's 
because Shelton has great leader- 
ship from the President and fac- 
ulty," commented Gainous. 

Shelton State, with its new uni- 
fied college of both technical and 
academic areas, could become a 
real force in higher education in 
Alabama, especially with the state's 
recent emphasis upon attracting in- 
ternational companies. Umphrey 



come since 1 978, when he first took a 
job here as an administrator.

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Coach Cornelius says quickness 
must overcome lack of size to win 



"We played about like I thought 
we would/' Buccaneer Head Coach 
Mark Cornelius said after a hang- 
bang finish in the first game of the 
season on Nov. 5. A win for She I ton, 
the game also demonstrated the tal- 
ent and weaknesses of this year's 
squad. 

"We're talented enough to stay 
with anybody, but we've got to box 
out when rebounding. We got beat 
on the boards badly. They got 19 
offensive rebounds and scored 18 
points off them.'* 

Cornelius also pointed out, 
however, that his team forced 31 
turnovers with its quickness. 

"You can't teach size, unfortu- 
nately. But we will score points; it's 
just a matter of can we compensate 
for our lack of size with our quick- 

Certainly Shelton has its share 
of talent in relatively tiny bodies. 
Four of the team members were first 
team all-state stars in high school and 



seven others made somebody's all- 
state team. 

This is the challenge of coach- 
ing at the junior college level. The 
talent-level is terriffic, but usually 
unstable. "The key is to have pa- 
tience when recruiting," explains 
Cornelius. "Most of these guys had 
or will have the opportunity to play 
at four-year schools — maybe grade 
were a problem or they are a little 
short or something, but they are ter- 
rific players. One thing you learn 
when coaching at the junior college 
level is that if you don't recruit play- 
ers that can move up, then you can't 
compete, you can't win." 

Cornelius said one of the play- 
ers fans should <Jnjoy watching will 
be Undrea Lilly, Sheltbn's starting 
point guard. "He's an awfully quick, 
exciting player," said Cornelius. "He 
hit a driving, twisting layup in the 
final seconds of the first game that 
helped seal the victory."
